Heart Transplant 
Pioneer Is Dead

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) — Dr. Philip Blaiberg, the 
retired South African dentist 
who survived longer than any 
other person with a transplant­ 
ed heart, died from heart fail­ 
ure brought on by failure of his 
kidneys 
and 
pneumonia, 
the 
death certificate said today. 
The certificate was signed by 
Dr. Marius Barnard, younger 
brother of Dr. Christian Bar­ 
nard, 
the 
pioneer 
transplant 
surgeon who gave Blaiberg his 
new heart 19M» months ago on 
Jan. 2, 1968. The younger Bar­ 
nard is also a member of the 
Groote Schuur Hospital heart 
transplant team. 
The certificate did not indi­ 
cate whether any rejection of 
the heart took place. 
Blaiberg, who was 60, died 
Sunday at 7:40 p.m. An autopsy 
wa* performed afterward but 
its results were not immediately 
disclosed.

A relative 
said he was conscious until the 
last few moments and suffered 
no pain.

Barnard has been ill with in­ 
fluenza and was unable to see 
his famous patient before his 
death for fear of infecting him. 
Dorothy Haupt, widow of the 
24-year-old mulatto whose heart 
Blaiberg received, said she was 
unable to sleep Sunday night 
after hearing of his death. She 
added that she felt no regrets at 
having authorized the use of her 
husband’s heart. 
Despite South Africa’s r a c e 
segregation policies, the trans­ 
pant of a mulatto's heart to a 
white man caused little com­ 
ment. Before Blaiberg’s opera­ 
tion there had been exchanges 
of other organs such as kidneys 
across the color line. 
Blaiberg’s death left a French 
Dominican 
priest, 
the 
Rev. 
Charles Boulogne, 56, as the 
longest surviving heart trans­ 
plant. Ile received his new heart 
May 12, 1968. in Paris. The sur- 
goon was Prof. Charles Dubosl. 
Father Boulogne, known in his 
Marseille monastery as Father 
Damien, was hospitalized with 
slight rejection symptoms last 
May but has since recovered 
and says Mass regularly. Ile 
said today that his doctors ‘ clo 
not foresee a rejection in my 
case.” 
A total of 142 persons have re­ 
ceived heart transplants since 
Barnard made medical history 
bv implanting a heart in Louis 
Washkansky on Dec. 3. 1967. Of 
these, 37 patients still are alive, 
including two of the five heart 
recipients operated on bv- Bar­ 
nard. 
Although Washkansky died of 
pneumonia 18 days after his op­ 
eration, Blaiberg was not dis­ 
couraged at tlit* prospect for his 
operation. In failing health since 
a heart attack 12 years before, 
he said: “ I want to be next.”

Gulfport had no drinking wa­ 
ter but Civil Defense authorities 
said “the prospects are good” 
for getting some in the next few 
hours. 
National Guardsmen sealed 
off downtown Gulfport, a city of 
30,000 and normally a center for 
summer vacationers, 
to pre­ 
vent looting. 
Hundreds of cars were parked 
around the sprawling Seabee 
base, where many took refuge 
along with the 4,000 men and 
their familes who are stationed 
there, but few had any windows 
left. 
The Gulfport hospital reported 
it treated about 50 persons but 
released all after treatment or 
examination. 
Gulfport is fronted by a white 
sand beach, an area filled with 
sunbathers late Saturday. The 
beach is 60 yards wide and sep­ 
arates U.S. 90 from the water’s 
edge. 
But Camille pushed waves 
high over the protective sea­ 
wall during the night’s furious 
hours when it howled inland aft­ 
er battering coastal Louisiana 
and skirting New Orleans. 
Reports of damage, particu­ 
larly from 
fire, from other 
points along the coast—Wave­ 
land, Pass Christian, Bay St. 
Louis, Henderson Point—could 
not be confirmed because of the

“ We had winds of 150 miles a

The U.S. Weather Bureau in 
New Orleans, tracking Camille 
as she moved inland, said she 
was dying but still dangerous— 
with winds of 125 m.p.h. around 
her eye as she headed north to­ 
ward Jackson. 
She was moving north-north- 
west at a speed of 15 to 20 
m.p.h. Tornado warnings were 
up for most of the southern half 
of Mississippi until 9 a.m. 
In Jackson, Gov. John Bell 
Williams said he would make an 
inspection tour of the disaster 
area later in the morning. 
Decelle said every street in 
Gulfport was blocked by fallen 
trees and wreckage, with some 
buildings demolished and nearly 
all damaged. 
Radio reports from the high­ 
way patrol said fires burned out 
of control for hours in both Gulf­ 
port and Biloxi after Camille 
passed, with fire fighting units 
unable to reach them. 
Biloxi police said flooding due 
to heavy rain or raging high 
tides was IO fee^ deep or more 
in some sections of the city and 
the bridge between Biloxi and 
Ocean Springs was knocked out. 
Keesler Air Force Base at Bi­ 
loxi reported that tides 20 feet 
high—15 feet above normal— 
were jammed ashore by tho 
first of Camille’s winds.

Columbus Eyes Police-Youth Co-Op Program 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — A 
YMCA - sponsored program 
which would assign teen - age 
boys to city policemen on their 
touchy inner-city rounds has 
been endorsed by Mayor M. E. 
Sensenbrenner’s Advisory Coun­ 
cil. 
The council, a non-paid board 
of citizens which works closely 
with the city’s Community Re­ 
lations Department, will recom­ 
mend that Sensenbrenner put 
the plan into effect, according 
to Gary Hutchinson, director of 
the East Side Y. 
Under 
the 
plan, unarmed 
youths 13*19 years old would as­ 
sist patrolmen in routine tasks. 
They would be assigned to ac­ 
company policemen in cruisers 


after receiving two weeks of 
familiarization training at po­ 
lice headquarters. 
Hutchinson said the program 
could be a major factor in im­ 
proving police and community 
relations. 
‘This would help youths to 
see and understand the police­ 
man’s role,” he said. “Tbere 
are a lot of cop-haters where 
I work.” 
He believes the plan Also 
might help police recruiting ef­ 
forts. 
Hutchinson, 20, is an Ohio 
State University 
junior who 
plans to become a clergyman. 
He said he has been working 
on details of the project since 
June, adding that Police Chief 


Robert Baus is not enthusiastic 
about the idea. However, Baus 
has assigned several officers to 
investigate the project’s feasi­ 
bility.

bited the moon while his crew- 
miates made history, says he is 
hanging up his spacesuit and 
will take a non-flying job in the 
space program if it’s offered to 
him. 
Edwin E. Aldrin Jr., another 
of the Apollo ll crew and the 
second man to walk the moon, 
also casts doubt on his specific 
future plans. 
The third crewman, Apollo ll 
commander Neil A. Armstrong, 
says he would serve the space 
program “in any capacity,” in­ 
cluding space flight. 
“Apollo ll is my last flight,” 
Collins said Sunday during a tel­ 
evised interview on the CBS 
program “ Face The Nation.” 
“I think ifs difficult to keep 
up year after year, to really ap­ 
proach the training, the living in 
simulators, with the zeal that 
you have to in order to do a 
good job,” Collins said. “Of 
course there are a lot of en­ 
croachments on my family life 
which I have not enjoyed.” 
Collins said he intends to con­ 
tribute whatever he can to the 
space program in another job, 
but the 38-year-old Air Force 
colonel said he didn’t know what 
that would be. 
Aldrin said he expects to con­ 
tinue in the program, but has 
not decided about going back 
into space. 
“ Whether I’ll remain on flight 
status or not, I haven’t had the 
opportunity to make that deci­ 
sion yet and we have not been in 
a rush in making up our mind 
as to what we’d like to do,” he 
said. 
“ I’m available in any capaci­ 
ty in which I could serve best,” 
Armstrong said. He also indicat­ 
ed he would like to make a long 
space journey, such as to Mars. 
Armstrong said he and Aldrin 
were determined to land on the 
moon despite alarms given out 
. by their on-board computer dur­ 
ing the final seconds of flight to 
the lunar surface, but they were 
ready to give it up if necessary. 
. “ We were concerned primari- 
. .iy for the success of tho flight,” 
he said. “We did not want to 
~ come back without landing, but 
we were certainly willing to do 
»,.,that and that would certainly be 
.much better than not to come 
back at all.” 
* Armstrong said he expects 
man to someday go to Mars and 
to other planets. 
,. .“We do have and will continue 
to have an unquenchable curios­ 
ity to understand our solar sys­ 
tem ,” he said. “ I’m quite sure 
.that now that we believe it’s 
. within our means to look, we 
will. It’s just a m atter of time 
now. when you’ll do it, not 
whether you will do it.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
measure which would hit Ohio 
taxpayers in the pocketbook im­ 
mediately was among a batch 
of bills sent to Gov.

The 108th Ohio General As­ 
sembly had a 1:30 p.m. skeleton 
session scheduled to officially 
send the bills to Rhodes, who

—the $2.7 billion education-tax 
package. 
The bill allocates funds for 
education over the next two 
years, some of the money com­ 
ing from increased taxes. 
Under the measure, tax hikes 
will go into effect Tuesday on 
cigarettes, 
corporation 
fran­ 
chises, public utilities and liq­ 
uor. 
Cigarettes wil go 
up 
three 
cents per pack, franchise taxes 
will go up one mill, utilities one 
per cent and liquor 25 cents a 
fifth. 
The new taxes arc expected 
lo bring in an additional $191.7 
million. 
The remainder of the money 
for education will come from 
present tax sources, bond is­ 
sues and the federal govern­ 
ment. Most of the money, $1.86 
billion, 
will 
come 
from 
the 
state’s general fund. 
The education - tax bill also 
permits county commissioners 
to levy taxes in four areas with­ 
out a vote of the people. 
Counties would get the same

Most States Must Revise 
Demo Delegate Procedures

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
George S. McGovern says an 
analysis by his Democratic par­ 
ty reform commission shows ev­ 
ery state may have to revise 
delegate 
selection 
procedures 
before the 1972 nominating con­ 
vention. 
“ It now' appears there may 
not be a single state that won’t 
have to m ake changes,” Mc­ 
Govern said in an interview. 
The degree of change to be re­ 
quired will depend on guidelines 
to be adopted by the com m is­ 
sion, probably later this year. 
The resolution of the 1968 con­ 
vention which established the 
commission set two broad crite­ 
ria for delegate selection: that
